EUROPE. 
London, Feb. 27.— Mujor-Geueral Sir 
Garnet Wolsley contributes to Nineteenth 
Century an artiole entitled "England as a 
military power." Following are his con- 
clusions: "At no previous period has 
England been so strong iu a military eonso 
as now. Wore war declared to-morrow 
about four hundred thousand drilled men 
would fall into lino if roquirod, support- 
ed by 372 field guns manned and horsed 
by royal artillery. That number would 
lie made uii as follows: Standing army 
at home, 99,000 men; army and militia 
D-sorvo, S'10,000; militia, 80,000; volun- 
teers, 180,000; and Rooond-clnea army re 
serve, 10,000. Total, four hundred and 
fourteen thousand. In this calculation I 
havo put tigures very low and have left 
out altogether 100,000 yoemanry who 
would bo available for homo service. I 
havo not taken in consideration the num- 
ber of regular troops that would be avail 
able for war when tho Mediterranean gar- 
risons were f uruifihod by militia. It will 
thus bo soeu wo would take tho field with 
two fully equipped corps of more thau 
300,000 soldiers each, leaving a similar 
force of regular troops at home as re- 
serves."

A very interesting lecture on Cleo- 
patra's Needle was recently delivered 
at Kensington, Eng., by Mr. C. Cook. 
The lecturer stated that tho Needle 
wns opmposod of two obelisks, which 
had been erected 1600 b, o, by Tboth- 
mes III., the Egyptian king, in cele- 
bration of his father's achievements. 
The site chosen was the ancient city of 
On, v.'hero had existed the University 
of Egypt, and which place was tbo 
scene'of Moses studies and Josephs 
administration. Upon the monument 
Thotbmos inscribed hieroglyphics in 
naraation of his o'.vn deeds, as well as 
lUoao of his father, o.ud among other 
passages he caused to be inscribed a 
description of himself as the lord of 
diadems, tho protector of Egypt, and 
tho ohastiser of nations. The writing 
continued as fellows: He throws down 
Southern people as far as tho Indian 
Ocean, and the Northern people as far 
as the prop of the sky. In tbo timo 
of tbo Cajsars the obelisks were re- 
moved to Alexandria, aqd as this 
event took place seven or eight years 
after Oleopatraa death, tho lecturer 
professed himself at a loss to know 
why that Queens name should have 
been conferred on the monu- 
ment. In tho year 1801 tbo French 
bad ondoavorod to remove this 
intorestiug record of ontiquity, but were 
hindered by their defeat at the battle of 
Alexandria.

M'ob.eio.ei Ali leceatlj spoke as fol- 
ows to the oorrespoudeut of tho Lon- 
don "Times" at Sophia in relation to 
tho policy of England aud Russia: 

You might laud thirty thousand 
men at once, and in a month or two 
thirty thousand more, aud you might 
possibly bring from India an equal 
number, and so throw into the field a 
final force of one hundred aud twenty 
thousand men. Now, such a force 
would bo invaluable as an adjuncti, al- 
together apart from the splendid moral 
support England could have rendered 
us: but I am not disposed to think that 
such a force will be able to stand 
ainst the Russian armies wheii wo— 
who would have fought side by side 
with England — aro exhausted. 

"Tbo true issue of this war, and the 
true motives of Russia in making it, 
have been strangely misunderstood hj 
politiciauB, unless those who have been 
silent have known a groat deal more 
than those who talked. One is that 
she was roused to enthusiasm by the 
spectacle of the oppression of a race 
kindred with her own, and the other 
that she made war to acquire territory. 
I am not ready to deny the existence 
of a popular sentiment iu Russia, but 
this is not the first occasion in the his- 
tory of wars when a Cabinet has taken 
advantage of a popular phrensy and 
and turned the tide of popular excite- 
ment to work its own mill and grind 
its own political grist. , 

"Russia wants no present increase 
of territory. Her object in making this 
war was to establisii herself in the 
opinion of Europe as a great military 
power, and therefore as a desirable 
ally. Had she crushed Turkey with 
the rapidity and ease she looked for, 
ehe could have made overtures to 
France and Germany, and "would cer-
